Response to Arguments 

1 . In response to applicant's argument regarding to independent claims 1 and 10 
that the reference fails to teach "identifying, compiling, deploying, managing, or 
deploying, mobility components in a managed application server platform of a network" 
and "wherein, the method comprises instantiating a mobility profile in an application 
server execution environment for making common mobile functionality available to 
mobility specific components as claimed". Examiner respectfully disagrees, the features 
such as identifying, compiling, deploying, managing, or deploying, mobility components 
is structurally integrated with communication network is inherent in order to identify the 
user and determine the best access network based on the information provide by profile 
server, and using the computer to translate in to machine language such as compiling 
and managing the network (see abstract, and fig.2-3), the reference also teach an ABC 
service network that provide service related to the mobility, security and access 
handling (see paragraph [0051], fig.2, 260). Therefore it is clearly that ABC service 
network including "a mobility profile in an application server execution environment for 
making common mobile functionality available to mobility specific components". The 
limitation such as accounting charging, subscriber management, authentication, identity 
management, authorization policy management, device profile management, session & 
transaction management, service registry, workflow management containers were not 
claimed in independent claims 1 and 10. With these broadest interpretations, therefore 
the previous rejection of independent claims 1 and 10 is proper.
